yo&ts past, been evinced a most wholtomo fceU 
ing of satisfaction it the blessings we possess— 
not unm'ingled with national pride— that we 
are Che people of the land that ia tlie toother of 
such blessings. We regard these grumblings 
aa ait hereditary privilege which belongs to 
men fared from the genuine British 
stock — and they era not ao much 
the grumbling* of discontent — at lee*t- 
wo hope they btb not so— as they are the i ff- 
aprlng of a certain eicllsable Tanity in our oivn 
industry and out own eiertlone.
